Bonsal said during a brief stop- 
over in New York that U. 5.- 
Cuban relations were “‘seriously 
deteriorating.””

Though all three officials were 
extremely cautious in what they 
said after Sunday’s conference 
their unsmiling attitude seemed to 
convey that Bonsal’s report had 
presented a grim picture of the 
Cuban situation. 


UNABLE TO RECALL 


State department aides refused 
to concede that a Sunday confer- 
ence in Herter’s home was unu- 
sual. Reporters covering State 
department activities were unable 
to recall, however, that Herter or 
his predecessor, the late John Fos- 
ter Dulles, ever transacted offi- 
cial business in their homes on 
Sundays except in cases of some 
urgency. 


That Bonsal should be called to 
Herter’s home was taken as un- 
derscoring the gravity of U. S. 
concern over developments dur- 
ing the past week. 


Anti-American outbursts in Cu- 
ba have been in the focus of dis- 
cussions between the White House, 
Congress and the State depart- 
ment for the past several days. 
Officials said President Eisenhow- 
er and Herter will decide about a 
possible revision of U. S. policy 
toward the regime of Prime Min- 
inster Castro only after what 
they called a thorough evaluation 
of Bonsal’s report. 


HOPE STILL BURNS 


What such a reappraisal would 
mean in practical terms, nobody 
ventures to predict. The State de- 
partment is reliably reported as 
opposed to any economic repris- 
als, such as cutting Cuba’s sugar 
quota, as some congressmen have 
suggested. 


Herter, informants said, has not 
yet abandoned hope that the time 
will come when Castro will find 
it opportune to come to terms 
with Washington and stop firing 
blasts against U. S. “imperial- 
ists.””

18 Children and 3 Adults Perish 
In 5 Fires Triggered by Bitter Cold

A rash of fires, triggered by 


bitter cold through most of the 
nation’s East, killed at least 21 
persons Sunday—18 of them chil- 
dren. 


The deaths occurred in five 
widely scattered tragedies. 


Six youngsters, the oldest only 
10, died at Tompkinsville, Ky., 
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when their frame home turned 
into a tinder box. Their parents, 
the J. B. Maxeys, managed to 
escape just before the house’s | 
roof caved in but Maxey was in 
serious condition. Fire officials 
blamed the blaze on an over- 
heated wood-coal stove and 
faulty flue. 


Six other persons, four of them 
children, died in a frame Negro 
tenant house at Manning, S.C.., 
when a gas can, used to start 
fires in a wood stove, overturned 
and exploded in an open fireplace. 
A “Saturday night gathering,” 
reaching into the early Sunday 
hours, was going on at the time 
and four persons were burned se- 
riously in addition to the six dead. 
Another 10 persons escaped unin- 
jured. 


In Knoxville, Tenn., a widowed} 


mother and her son were burned 
to death Sunday and four other 
youngsters injured when flames 


swept through a frame house on.

There also is a strong inclina- 
tion to boost spending substantial- 
ly with new measures covering 
federal aid to education, housing, 
aid to depressed areas, readjust- 
ment benefits for peacetime vet- 
erans, and 
youth work program,” the council 
Said. 


Federal spending on domestic 
nondefense programs will be 25 


per cent higher than in 1958, the 
report estimated. It said the pro- 


posed 22'2-billion-dollar outlay in 
this category is 5'2 times the in-

crease which could be accounted 
for by inflation. 


A strong showing of public sup- 
port for economy in such civilian 
activities, it said, probably could 
persuade Congress “not only to 
go along with the President but 


to increase the surplus by budget 
reduction.”

Southern Political Pros 
Coming Around, Scribes Say 


Lyndon Johnson is the favorite Democratic candi- 
date for president among the professional politicians of 
the Southeast, a group of newspaper writers from four 
states bordering Georgia agreed Sunday. 


The writers appeared on Press 
Gailery, WSB-TV panel sponsored 
by The Atlanta Journal-Constitu- 
tion. The writers are all corre- 
spondents for the paper's South- 
east Empire page. 


“There is no widespread sup- 
port, but the politicians are going 
to play it straight and support 
Johnson,’ Alabama’s Grover Hall 
Jr., editor of the Montgomery 
Advertiser, said. ‘‘They will prob- 
ably vote for him to the bitter 
end. Kennedy’s being a Catholic 
will cost him support in Ala- 
bama.” 


“Florida is fast developing a 
two party system,’ The Miami 
Daily News writer Charles Hesser 
said. “In eight or ten years we 
may have a Republican governor. 
“The professionals are trying to 
draft a movement for the Demo- 
cratic Convention to support Flor- 
ida’s Sen. Smathers as a ‘favorite 

n’, but will probably wind up 
supporting Johnson. Symington 
looks like the number two man.” 


BIT OF SUPPORT

“I can hear ‘Hell Bent’ Ed- 
wards now,” one member said 
wistfully. “‘He didn’t use a micro- 
phone and he didn’t need one.” 


‘Hell Bent’ Edwards, a Valdosta 
lawyer who died last year at the 
age of 62, will go down in history 
as one of the House’s most color- 
ful members. Red-headed and 
fiery natured, he lit into state 
spending back in 1931, crying out 
to his fellow members of the 
House: 


“Why, gentlemen, the governor 
has even got a fine bathroom fixed 
up right behind his office down- 
stairs! Why can’t he wash at 
home and save the taxpayers this 


/expense?”’ 


Mr. Edwards, whose real name 
was Hobart, once tried to change 
from ‘Hell Bent” to ‘Heaven 
Bound,”’ but after one 60-day ses- 
sion during which he behaved with 
unprecedented decorum, he an-

nounced to the press that he was 
becoming once again ‘“untram- 
meled, unterrified and untamed. 


“*Heaven Bound’ is ‘Hell Bent’ 
again,” he declared, “‘and I may 
say that it feels mighty good to 
get that sheep’s clothing off. It 
scratches.” 


The all-time peak of exciternent 
as far as old-timers are con- 
cerned was the night of January 
14, 1946. The House and Senate 
stayed in joint session until nearly 
dawn, electing and swearing in 
Herman Talmadge as Governor 
of Georgia. Balloting over whether 
they had a right to elect a suc- 
cessor to Eugene Talmadge, who 
died before he could take office, 
went on for hours. The whole 
thing reached a stormy climax 
about 3 a.m. when Herman Tal- 
madge, accompanied by his wife 
and mother and a cheering throng 
of supporters, stormed the office 
of Governor and wrested it from 
Ellis Arnall. 


The “Doubte Governor” hiatus 
made national headlines for years.

Before that, Arnall’s power as 
the state’s popular young reform 
governor slipped drastically when 
he sought to push through the 
Legislature a bill which would 
permit him to succeed himself. 
Some of his strongest supporters, 
including his speaker, Roy Harris, 
left him over that*issue and a 
long and tense battle ensued. 


All of the current crop of legis- 
lators who were around then 
agree that the rural roads fight 
at the close of Gov.

Is Good Insurance 


As part of the over-all reorganization 
program of Georgia government, a con- 
stitutional amendment which would re- 
quire an annual appropriations bill has 
much in its favor. Reportedly such an 
amendment will be introduced today. 

If the proposed amendment would 
achieve the objective of restoring legis- 
lative independence and of giving the 
General Assembly its rightful voice in 
spending of state funds, it deserves full 
support. Gov. Vandiver has supported the 
objective and has asked the Assembly to 
bring it about. Most recently he has pro- 
posed amending the gasoline and car tag 
allocation amendment which has pre- 
vented passage of an appropriations bill 
since 1955. 

This allocation amendment requires 
the General Assembly to appropriate for 
highway uses all tax revenues collected 
from motor fuels and tags in an amount 
not less than collections of the previous 
year. Since this revenue has been increas- 
ing at a rapid annual rate, the device of 
simply not passing an appropriations bill 
has been used to evade the requirement 
and the increase has gone into general 
funds as surplus to be used for such 
services as highways and schools. 

Over this surplus a governor has ex- 
traordinary power, a power which he can 
wield ruthlessly over the Legislature and 
county politicians. He can use it for po- 
litical trading purposes and to reward 
the faithful. We have only to remember 
recent history to -see the consequences 
and abuses it invites. It has led to waste, 
extravagance and a comparatively impo- 
tent Legislature. 

It is greatly to Gov. Vandiver’s credit 
that a restoration of balance between the 
executive and fegislative departments has 
been a major objective of his adminis- 
tration. In correcting the situation, how- 
ever, we should not merely exchange one 
extreme for the opposite. 

To help prevent both legislative and 
executive excesses, the state should have 
some sort of strong agency constantly. to 
study state needs, spending and revenues 
and to assist in preparation of the budget 
on the basis of factual information. Long- 
range planning to prevent hand-to- 
mouth government and recurrent finan- 
cial crises would help both the executive 
and the legislature. We believe the ad- 
ministration has given support to this 
approach, too. 

In other words, if spending is to be 
controlled by needs instead of political 
whim, both the legislative and executive 
branches should have accurate informa- 
tion and guidance. 

With ‘assistance and cooperation of 
some competent legislators, the Vandiver 
administration has done an outstanding 
job in returning to fiscal sanity. But per- 
manent safeguards, of which an annual 
appropriations bill is an important part, 
are needed to prevent recurrence of irre- 
sponsibility and abuses of executive pow- 
er of the recent past.

lem of the man at the wheel as the key 
to traffic safety.

He would also provide 
for expiration of license on the operator’s 
birthday, thus spreading the examina- 
tion job around the calendar. 

If the measures are made law, then 
the Department of Safety must be given 
an adequate staff with which to adminis- 
ter the periodic examination feature. 

As for the “‘if,”’ let us hope the Legis- 
lature converts the word to “‘when.” 

Some cry for vehicle inspection, and 
there is a need for that. 

But the used car is not the great haz- 
ard on the highway; it’s the misused car 
that maims and kills.

Why Do Public Officials 


Rate Such Protection? 


The General Assembly thus far has 
taken a negative attitude toward remov- 
ing the cloak of protection so neatly 
fashioned for public officials accused of 
wrongdoing. 

It is grossly unfair for those charged 
with a public trust to have a special right 
to appear in their own behalf before 
grand juries. Private citizens under ac- 
cusation have no such special privilege. 

Why the law should be so tilted in 
favor of government officials is beyond 
reasonable explanation. Small wonder 
there have been so many complaints to 
the effect @hat the higher up one is in 
officialdom’s circles*the less the likeli- 
hood of him being brought to justice for 
wrongdoing. 3 

Another thing that sets badly is the 
Senate Judiciary Committee’s action in 
slapping down a House-approved bill re- 
quiring state officials charged with 
crimes of moral turpitude to forfeit their 
jobs upon entering pleas of no contest 
to such charges. 

The public is not deceived by such 
pleas. Yet the law on the subject is so 
absurd as to permit officials who plead 
nolo contendere to remain in office, draw- 
ing tax money for their services. 

The General Assembly would do well 
to look after their constituents’ best in- 
terests by removing the legal armor that 
shields public officials against the con- 
sequences of violating the trust that they 
so eagerly sought.

War Against Brucellosis 


Success of the State Department of 
Agriculture’s program in making Geor- 
gia one of 24 states to qualify as almost 
free of brucellosis in cattle is good news 
indeed. This has been a major objective 
of Commissioner Phil Campbell and now 
the state has been designated by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture as a modi- 
fied-certified brucellosis-free area. 

This means that not more than 1 
per cent of the cattle in Georgia nor 
more than 5 per cent of the herds are in- 
fected. If the battle continues, in time 
brucellosis will become nonexistent. 
Meanwhile, Georgia has received the 
highest rating possible at the present time. 

Brucellosis is a costly disease and in- 
fects humans as undulant fever. The lat- 


ter is hard to detect but is painful and 


dangerous. 

We congratulate the department on 
the success of its drive and join in prais- 
ing all who have had a hand in it, espe- 
cially the cooperating cattle producers.

Peters’ Letter to Harris Is 
Turning Point for Schools 


Jim Peters, chairman of Georgia’s State Board of Education, 
wrote a letter to rabid segregationist Roy Harris, a powerful figure 
in this state, that is a turning point in our official attitude toward 
legal discrimination against Negro students. Peters told Harris that 
a degree of integration is inevitable. 


Peters, a close friend and ad- 
visor of Sen. Talmadge, said, in 
effect, that unless the present 
leadership of the state acts to 
keep schools open Ellis Arnall 
will run for governor, be elected 
and remain in control of Georgia 
government for a long time. 


Peters’ letter was flatly real- 
istic. To the extent that he now 
recognizes Georgia’s untenable 
constitutional position and to the 
extent that he sees vast political 
repercussions from closing the 
schools, he is right. 

He cannot resist, however, con- 
tinuing the weary old line which 
is that anyone previously for 
keeping the schools open is an 
““integrationist’’ and a ‘“‘mixer.’’ 
So what he tells Harris is essen- 
tially this: 

If we don’t go ahead and end 


discriminatory student assign- 
ment,~ those integrationists are 
going to do it. 

Nevertheless, Peters has per- 


formed a noble deed for Geor- 
gia and no doubt a courageous 
one. The present situation de- 
mands leadership from among

Information of a confidential 
but completely responsible na- 
ture suggests, indeed, that once 
again we shall see proof of an old 
French saying: ““The more things 
change the more they remain .he 
same.” President de  Gaulle’s 
power base in France has cer- 
tainly been changed.

and cheapest way to repair the old 
sewer whose roof had been dam- 
aged by breaks due to the ex- 
cessive weight of the expressway 
fill. 


The decision was to attempt re- 
inforcement of the old sewer with 
reinforced concrete blown into the 
old facility under air pressure. 


When the reinforcement arrived 
it was in 25-foot rolls, four feet 
wide—too wide to be lowered into 
the man holes. The reinforcing 
was cut to two-foot widths and 
placed double. Onto this, six 
inches of concrete was forced 
by air guns. 


The application was made in 
stages to separate the reinforcing 
and thus strengthen the completed 
inner lining. The new sewer will 
be about seven feet in diameter 
instead of the original eight be- 
cause of the lining, but it will be 
strong and engineers say it will 
carry the load expected. 

NO INTERRUPTION 


Service was never interrupted 
on the line, but sewer was by- 
passed around the “‘cut” in a six- 
foot diameter, corrogated metal 
pipe. The old pipe will be taken 
out later.

Training ot the Baby Requires 


Lots of Patience, Time, Comfort 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have a 
little boy a year and seven 
months old. Could you give me 
any good suggestions on trying 
to break him of wetting his 
diapers?—Mrs. T. A. 


Mothers are quite likely to be 
worried over the first baby, won- 
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dering when he’s supposed to be 
able to do this or that. Then they 
find out. 


And when the second baby 
comes, they know what to expect. 
Only sometimes the second de- 
cides on a schedule all his own. 
By the time you've had several 
youngsters, about all you know 
for sure is they come out fine if 
you give them half a chance—and 
hardly ever are two of them very 
much alike. 


As a general- thing, however, 
stool control is usually pretty well 
achieved by the 12th month; blad- 
der control is quite another mat- 
ter.

As darkness settled over the 
capital of the North African terri- 
tory, some 2,000 diehard civilians, 
armed with weapons taken from 
captured Moslem rebels, holed up 
in several blocks around the Uni- 
versity of Algiers. 


TROOPS STAY OUT 


A command post set up in an 
office building by right wing 
leaders Jacques Susini and Jo- 
seph Ortiz exhorted the rebels to 
“hold out to the end.” 


The rebels begged the para- 
troop garrison to join forces with 
them. But the troops, whose gen 
eral, Jacques Massu, was fired 
by De Gaulle last week, remained 
outside the quarrel. 


Gen. Maurice Challe, the over- 
all Algerian army commander, 
proclaimed the state of siege and 
banned meetings of more than 
three persons. An 8 p.m. curfew 
was declared and the army im- 
posed censorship on outgoing 
cables. 


The rebels and the police, aug- 
mented by detachments of the 
mobile guard, each charged the 
other side had opened fire first. 


‘DE GAULLE TO GALLOWS’ 


Police breached a barricade to 
break up the huge mob gathered 
at the Forum, heart of the Alger- 
ian government, to shout “De 
Gaulle to the gallows.” 


Witnesses agreed the shooting 
started then. Grenades burst and 
the rattle of submachine guns 
echoed across the hilltop area 
which houses the government in 
Algeria. 


“All hell broke loose,”” a wit- 
ness said. Bullets chipped chunks 
of masonry from buildings. Shouts 
of “De Gaulle au poteau” ‘De 
Gaulle to the gallows) turned to 
piercing’ shrieks. A huge tri-color 
flag waved in the midst of the 
milling crowd. 


Leaders of settlers organizations 
exhorted the crowd to fight any 
plan that might take Algeria from 
total French control. Just before 
the fighting they stood on a bal- 
cony and exhorted: “Algeria is 
French.” “Today is the day of a 
grand combat,” one said. 


The crowd sang “La Marsei- 
liaise,”” the national anthem. 


APPEAL FOR PEACE 


It was almost exactly like the 
uprising on May 13, 1958, when 
the same settlers revolted on the 
same spot and forced the return 
of De Gaulle to power. Now they 
had turned on him because they 
refused to permit Algeria to leave 
French control. And his plan of- 
fered the country self-determina- 
tion. 


In 1958 the settlers had the army 
behind them. This time they did 
not. 


Army commanders joined civil- 


ian authorities in appealing for 
peace and an end to bloodshed. 


But later radio reports from the 
Scene said both the rebels and 
the police remained “entrenched” 
in the heart of the city. 


The riot started quietly enough 
when about 1,000 French-Algerians 
began marching on the Forum,

Men Than Women

Perhaps you saw one of those 
population articles recently 
which announced that there are 
now some 1,500,000 more women 
than men in the United States. 
Worst of all, said the press re- 
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(This is the second in a 
series.) 
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lease, the excess of women 
more than doubled in the pre- 
vious six years. 


But let’s get something 
straight. Although it is true 
that because of many older 
widows there is an excess of 
all women over all men in the 
United States, what the news 
story didn’t emphasize is that 
there are definitely more sin- 
gle, never-married men than 
single women in every age 
group up to 60! Moreover, in 
the age brackets from 18 to 45 
there is a total of over 2,000,000 
more single men than single 
women. And even when you add 
in the widowed and divorced of 
each sex in those childbearing 
years, there are (or were, in 
1957) still a million more mar- 
riage-eligible men than eligible 
women. 


Naturally, all these men 
aren't in the right age, educa- 
tional or financial bracket for 
you. But wherever you live in 
the United States—or any coun- 
try of the English-speaking 
world—there are enough eligible 
men within your general area to 
provide you with a sufficiency 
of marriage prospects from 
which to choose — if you can 
meet and interest even a small 
group of them. 


CAN’T WED STATISTIC 

But even if my statistics 
sound better than those in the 
newspaper, you still can’t date 
or marry a statistic. And be- 
sides, wherever you live, such 
nation-wide statistics have very 
little relation to your chances 
of being married. 


But even if the national sex- 
ratio does not importantly af- 
fect your marriage prospect, 
the local sex-ratio—the number 
of eligible men in your own 
little social world — most cer- 
tainly does. Not only does the

with your finding a husband at 
all, it also is a powerful factor 
in your finding the “‘right’’ hus- 
band. 


It is almost a truism to say 
that you can’t expect to find— 
or, better, to be found by—the 
man you want unless you are 
out where this can happen. 
But don’t head for the nearest 
male-excess area yet! There 
are some _ thought - provoking 
qualifications that should be 
taken into consideration before 
you make the first move. 


HIGH SEX RATIO 


Sometimes in the past, well- 
meaning magazine writers and 
friends of the single woman 
have urged her to pick up and 
move to some place where there 
are more men. But many of the 
articles which call attention to 
the high sex-ratio in some areas 
tell you nothing about the kind 
of males who make up the 
seemingly~-very desirable ex- 
cess. 


Dannemora, N.Y., and San 
Diego, Calif., both have high 
sex-ratios. However, anyone 


who is seriously looking for a 
husband with a similar educa- 
tional and cultural background 
should know in advance that 
the excess at Dannemora is 
almost wholly represented by a 
New York State prison popula- 
tion. And anyone who has 
walked up Broadway in San 
Diego on a Saturday night can 
make a very good guess as to 
the reason for San Diego’s high 
ratio.

PARIS (WNS)—We are en- 
tering a new “age of simplic- 
ity” in fashions, according to 
top Paris designer Hubert Gi- 
venchy. 


Givenchy, the man responsi- 
ble for making the shirtwaist 
dress what it is today, prophe- 
sied on the eve of the 1960 Paris 
spring-summer fashion shows 
that the “‘dress of the year’’ 
will be a linen sheath, pref- 
erably black. It will, he in- 
sisted, be as much in order for 
wheeling baby in the pram or 
sipping 6 o'clock cocktails in 
some chic hideaway. 


Still only in his early 30s, but 
a big name in the fashion world 
for nearly a decade, Givenchy 
is the latest of a growing list 
of couturiers to proclaim the 
belief that the 1950s were an era 
of fashion gimmicks—probably 
the inevitable result of efforts 
to surpass Christian Dior’s once- 
in-a-lifetime coup, the “New 
Look’”’ of 1947. 


“More than 10 years were 
spent chasing that elusive 
goal,” he declared. ‘‘Now, it is 
finally understood there is real- 
ly no point to it. So we are 
getting back to fundamentals.” 


There have always been 
epochs marked by sartorial sim- 
plicity as a reaction against the 
fussiness or gaudiness of pre- 
ceding periods. The last dec- 
ade of the 18th Century, for ex- 
ample, following upon the ex- 
cesses of Marie Antoinette’s 
age; the 1880s as penance for 
the frilly crinoline era. Both 
are examples of this in recent 
times. 


The 1950s were not so much 
gaudy or fussy—they were, in- 
deed, years of uniformly good 
taste—as “‘overly obsessed with 
novelty,”” he added.

I eased open the 
kitchen door and spied him 
tearing the rolls into great 
chunks and throwing them 
into a huge glass of milk—the 
greatest compliment he can pay 
to anyone’s rolls. 


FINE TEXTURE 


I took a closer look at the 
rolls. And I will have to report 
that for texture they couldn’t 
be beat, and a richer flavored 
roll I've never eaten. In re 
trospect I decided this recipe 
had to be salvaged, but not at 
1:30 in the morning. 


The next night I tried again. 
This time I arranged the rolls 
around the pan no more than 
about two-deep and baked the 
extra ones on a baking sheet and 
a few in a muffin pan, for ex- 
perimental purposes. 


I can report complete success. 
Just don’t overload the pan with 
rolls piled too deep. In the. oven 
they rise and unite so you have 
a pan of bread that breaks away 
into individual rolls, already 
buttered. The ones in the muffin 
pan raised a little higher than 
those on the baking sheet but 
both could be called an excellent 
product. 


My youngsters, I discovered, 
were thrilled with the idea of 
Monkey Bread and breaking off 
a roll themselves. It’s a good 
gimmick to intrigue them with— 
but for my purpose I prefer the 
individual rolls. 


RISE TREMENDOUSLY 


But I do suggest you use a 
jello mold or else fill an angel 
pan only about a fourth full. 
They rise tremendously.

Cream butter and shortening 
thoroughly with electric mixer. 
Add sugar and salt and cream 
again. Beat in mashed pota- 
toes. Add eggs one at a time 
and then flour, a cup at a 
time—alternating with the luke- 
warm milk. When half the flour 
has been added, pour in the 
yeast, which has been dis- 
solved in the %-cup of water 
and continue adding flour. You 
will probably have to mix by 
hand after adding the last 
cup. 


Let the dough rise until light 


or double in bulk—both times 
it took about two hours when 
I did it. Roll dough out on 
floured board to about %-inch 
thickness. Brush melted butter 
on the dough and cut out with 
diamond-shaped or crescent- 
shaped cutter—or cut out and 
then dip in melted butter. Lay 
rolls around one on top of the 
other in a round jello mold with 
hole in the center. Fill pan 
14-full—or no more than three 
deep at the very most. Let rise 
until doubled in size. Bake at 
400 degrees for 25 or 30 min- 
utes. If you bake the rolls in- 
dividually on a baking sheet 
allow only about 12 minutes 
for the baking time.

And FDR

I remember in the New York theater, when the 
final curtain had gone down on “Sunrise at Campo- 
bello,” I walked out trying to hide the fact I had been 
weeping. | | 


And then I saw, all about me, that others were 
also wet of eye. Indeed, some few women were sob- 
bing as they held to the arms of their escorts. 


It has been my pleasure to see some great mo- 
ments in the theater, going back to John Drew, Otis 
Skinner, David Warfield, Cyril Maud 
and others of the old days. 


But not. one was more thrilling 
than that last scene in Campobello when 
Ralph Bellamy, as Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, struggling along on crutches for 
the first time after polio, clutches the 
podium at Madison Square Garden and 
pulls himself erect to the roar of the 
convention waiting for him to nominate 
Al Smith. 


This is the play which Atlanta will see this week 
at the Tower Theater. 


THE GREAT TRADITION 


For Ralph Bellamy it is necessary te summon 
forth that overworked modifying adjective 
“great.” He is a great acter in the full meaning 
of the word. He had the hard, demanding school- 
ing in stock companies. 


My first job as a reporter was in Nashville, 
Tenn. I did everything they’d allow. I wrote 
politics, covered police, reviewed books and 
plays. 


I had also a yen to be an actor and carried 
spears in touring Shakespearian plays which 
played at the old auditorium. 


That was in the time before the movies had 
taken over all the local theaters. There was a 
‘“road”’’ and the provinces got to see the great 
of the stage of that time. 


SUMMER STOCK 


It was the time of summer stock shows. Al- 
most every city of size had a company. .And 
one summer the Bellamy Players came to Nash- 
ville. 


There was Bellamy Sr., but the star of each 
comedy or drama was the young son—Ralph 
Bellamy. I remember him suffering in “Seven 
Keys to Baldpate.”’ 


This was before the days of air conditioning. 
The time of the play is winter and the set 
showed snow at the windows. Bellamy sweated 
through his coat... but, of course, only cub 
reporters playing at being critics noted things 
like that. 


I remember all his parts that summer—melo- 
drama and the light plays calculated to ease the 
tedium of summer. 


Anyhow, the town took the Bellamy Players 
to heart. It was a good summer. And when it 
was done and the company was gone, leaving 
Nashville a much duller place, a lot of us knew 
that the name of Ralph Bellamy would be in 
the news for years to come. 


It has been, too, and always in the best of 
ways. He had leading roles in more than 80 
movies. 

The role of FDR in “Sunrise at Campobello” 
is his sixth stage part of prominence. He played, 
for example, the lead in the Pulitzer Prize play, 
“State of the Union,’ which ran for two years 
on Broadway. Television has featured him on 
Studio One, Theater Guild and other dramatic 
productions. 


DAYS OF PAIN 


There are not many actors in our time who 
have been schooled in their craft as has Bellamy 

. and it is a fine and warming thing to have 
him on the road with a play which picks one 
up and makes one live with the high moments 
of Franklin Roosevelt's life from the time polio 
struck him down until he took those first agoniz- 
ing, yet glorious, steps, all alone, to the podium 
with the great swelling roar of the Democratic 
convention in his ears. There had been rumors 
he would never walk again...that he was

through. But there he was... only 34 months 
after being stricken. 


There is a fine cast with Bellamy—there 
would be. Its members will pardon me if I 
write of him, because of the old tie of stock 
company days in Nashville... and the mag- 
nificent integrity of person and artist which has 
marked his career. 


EARLY DAYS 


The play opens on that summer season at the 
Roosevelt home in New Brunswick, Canada. 
They are young—Eleanor and Franklin Roose- 
velt—and the children. 


There comes the afternoon when the young 
Roosevelt comes in from sailing and swimming 
.. . and complains of weariness and a pain as 
he goes up the stairs to bed. 


There follows, such is the mastery of Dore 
Schary’s writing, some of the most poignant 
scenes, some of the most tender, delightful and 
moving scenes, the theater has seen. 


There is an insight into the closeness of the 
family; the tensions caused by the stern old 
mother who wanted to give all the orders, and 
the crippled man—fighting. And one sees, too, 
the strength and help of the young wife. 


It was a part of my experience to see Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt with some frequency, both at 
Washington and in Warm Springs. 


I went to the play in New York sure that 
Ralph Bellamy would do a masterful job, but 
feeling that since no one really could look like 
FDR it might be somewhat unreal for one who 
knew him. 


I couldn’t have been more wrong. Ralph 
Bellamy doesn’t try te look like him. He simply 
uses his great artistry to become Franklin 
Roosevelt. He studied the voice for days and 
days. He watched movies for mannerisms. He 
talked with the children, with Mrs. Roosevelt 
and friends. 


SMALL DETAILS 


The play was but minutes old when I had 
forgot it was Bellamy on the stage. He missed 
none of the small details—a great actor doesn’t. 


There was the matter of the paralyzed legs. 
Few persons realized how completely paralyzed 
those legs were. Bellamy’s legs became para- 
lyzed for the play. Many weary, painful hours 
were required to learn how to BE paralyzed in 
both legs. 


NON-POLITICAL 

There is laughter, tears and inspiration in 
this play. In New York even hardened Republi- 
cans were stirred to cheers and tears—and said 
so in print. 

It is not a political play—it is a magnificent 
bit of theater about a vivid, world-known char- 
acter. 

To see this play is te see one of the great 
actors of our time—in a truly magnificent play 
about three years in the life of a man whose 
whole life was a drama— 

To see “Sunrise at Campobello” is to give 
yourself a memory which will be warm and 
vivid all the days of your life.
